and the'reputation of which is mat- 
erially heller than that of n metro- 
politan city political boss—then I have

about my own country, its govern- 
ment, its history, its people.

Twenty per cent of a newspaper's 


revenue is from subscription; GO per 
cent is from local advertising; and 
the final 20 per cent is from nat- 
ional 
or 
factory 
advertising (new 


automobiles, tobacco, etc.) 


Eighty per cent of The Star's re- 


venue (and the same goes for all 
newspapers) originates in the homes 
and business houses of our commun- 
ity. 


But let us rest our case on local 


advertising alone—60 per cent of the 
business. Let us assume—and 
this 


will make the merchants smile—that 
because they do furnish 60 per cent 
of

therefore control its editorial policies.

If the advertisers of Hope really 


controlled this newspaper, wouldn't 
their policy still be a cross-section 
of American opinion?

you imagine them dictating anything 
that would harm or destroy the coun- 
lry they live in, the country that 
their fathers helped to build? 


I don't think the charge, even if 


true, would be any more serious than 
most of the charges that come out of 
Communistic, Nazi and Fascist stales 
against the American nation, its man- 
ner of doing business, and its way of 
life. 


All 1 have lo say personally for the 


independence and reliability of this 
particular newspaper is that for the 
12 years I have owned it I have kept 
a personal memorandum on the per- 
centage of total revenue given us by 
any one firm. The highest figure is 
about 6 per cent, with the exception of 
one panic year, when it rose lo about 
9 per cent—and all these largest ac- 
counts were right here in Hope.

Production Rate Is ° 
Key to Victory, 
Say Britons

LONDON—Aircraft production still 


remains the key to success in this 
Battle of Britain. That is currently the 
candid opinion of the London Sun- 
day Dispatch: 


"If Britain's aircraft production falls 


below its maximum possible output, 
there can be little hope for victory. 
Planes are the complete key to this 
war, and upon their production de- 
pends the future." 


The outlook for achievement of this 


maximum output and eventual parity 
in plane production with Germany 
does not look too bright at the mo- 
ment. 
Output in one airplane fac- 


tory of 1500 workers has dropped to a 
new low because air raids have driven 
night shift workers to the shelters. 


Recently, during one week, 80,000 


working hours were lost by a night 
shift reluctant to continue word dur- 
ing a raid in their 95 per cent plate- 
glass factory. The result was a series 
of nine-hour periods spent in air raid 
shelters. According to several work- 
ers and managers, this situation is oc- 
curring in more than one factory. 


Nazis Far Ahead When 


War Began 


Even if this slow-down is only tem- 


porary, it is doubtful whether numer- 
ical equality with Germany will be 
achieved for a long time to come. On 
the basis of cold figures the enor- 
mous head start gained by Germany 
prior to August, 1940, still remains 
great. 


No actual figures, only percentages; 


have been released by Britain's Min- 
istry of Aircraft Production during the 
past year stating her airplane out- 
put. 


It is known that Germany's aim was 


to have an air strength of 8200 front- 
line machines When she clashed with 
Britain, and behind,these^a-reserve o'f 
100 per centr^f tnis^igbal'Avas reached 
she would then have -had116,400 planej' 
with a chain of factories ready1 to re- 
place losses and turn out reserves. 


This 16,400 figure may not have been 


reached by September, 1939, ,but it was 
certainly achieved during live six 
months of quiet along the Western 
Front. 


Germans Lose 6500 Planes 


If 16,400 were manufactured by Sep- 


tember, 1939, and a minimum of 900 
machines added each month tlirough 
December, the German air arm would 
have begun 1940 with at least 20,000 
apart from losses and normal training 
crackups. 


From January to May, when she 


started her shattering march across the 
low countries, another 5000—at the 
rate of 1800 a month—would have been 
produced. 
Add a further 
5400 for 


June, July and August of 1940 to make 
a total of 30,400 since the Luftwaffe 
was first formed in 1933. 


This figure optimistically assumes 


the Nazis fulfilled all prewar time- 
tables of deliveries, 
overcame 
the 


normal bottlenecks of engine produc- 
tion and suffered not the loss of a 
single man-hour from R. A. F. raids

Advertisers, Says Flynn 


Says 90% of 
U. S. Papers Are 
Against Roosevelt 


NEW YORK — (fP>— A dictatorship 


of 
financial interests 
and 
advertis- 


ers" over the newspapers of the coun- 
try was charged Wednesday by Eel- 
ward J. Flynn, Democratic national 
chairman. 


"I wonder if they would 
dare 


print the fact that the newspapers 
of the country arc 
under a real 


dictatorship, a financial dictatorship 
of their advertisers?" Flynn asked at 
a press conference. "Their editorials 
about dictatorships are not on the 
level. They (the newspapers) should 
clean their own houses before they 
talk about other dictatorships." 


Asked whether he included all news 


papers in his charge of a "dictated 
press," Flynn said he 
-WHS "talking 


about ;i majority of papers who claim 
independence in their news columns." 
"I believe we have a dictated press," 
he reiterated, "dictated by financial 
interests and advertisers." 


In answer to a question, Flynn said 


he had not discussed his views on 
the pi-ess with President Roosevelt. 


Challenge to Papers 


Asked whether he would 'call the 


Kc added that the answer to that 


was the fact 90 per cent of the pa- 
pers were against President Roosevelt 
and only 10 per cent for the presi- 
dent. 
"I challenge them (the press) to print 
this," Flynn said in a prepared state- 
ment, "to tell why they feed their 
readers in the news columns whole- 
sale doses of partisan propaganda, in- 
stead of adhering to the independence 
they £0 often vaunt, and give their 
readers an even break on the actual 
events of the day." 


"It was certainly proved conclusive- 


ly in 1936 that they (the newspapers) 
did not represent the views of their 
readers and it will again be proven 
in 1940 that they don't represent the 
views of their readers," Flynn said.

Flynn said he wanted to ask the 


owners and editors of papers through

,t is revealed that similar constellat- 
ions of ideas were associated with 
other kinds of food. 


What was done with Mrs. G. was 


to help her to build up a new and 
better constellation of ideas: 'Milk 
is a needed food" —"It is easy to 
digest"—"Milk is delicious"—"I didn't 
drink it with entire safety"—"I will 
drink it"—"Here goes'" 


She began to drink milk, and she 


did not have the Tash. It was similai 
with other foods. Her dissatisfaction 
with life, and her expectation of bad 
effects from foods, those' things, and 
not the foods themselves, had been 
the cause of the difficulties she ex- 
perienced, i 
• . 


You can -apply the idea in .many 


ways. Take the- matter of sleep. Here is 
arbad constellation of ideas- to take 
to bed with you: "Oh, how I dread 
these hours in bed!"—"I know I 
shall lie awake .and think about all 
my. problems'.'—"I shall toss and tum- 
ble all night"—"I shall be more tired 
when morning comes than I am now" 
—"Oh, how nervous I feel!"—"I'm 
going to turn on my light and read."

Immigrants Fail at Farming 


Lack of water is the one thing which 


lias held back Australia, and it ex- 
plains why the government of thc 
commonwealth has deliberately re- 
stricted immigration. While thc land 
hes room enough for a population 20 
times its present size, it takes a home- 
steader who knows the country and 
its limitations to make a successful 
settler. 


After the first World War, Austra- 


lia took in a wave of immigrants, 
trying to str-rt them on the land. 
But they, couldn't make it go, flock- 
ed into the cities and thus added 
to the woes of the depression. Aus- 
tralia still has eight per cent of 
its people unemployed, for all its 
emptiness. 


Inside the fertile coastal 
fringe, 


therefore, you find this tremendous 
bush country, the back blocks and 
the desert. Flying over it you see 
thousands of miles of country like, 
the panhandle of Texas, the bad lands 
of the Dakotas unirrigated Arizona, 
New Mexico sheep country, cow coun- 
try, dry farming wheat lands, and a 
thousand miles of desert that is be- 
low sea level and like nothing more 
than Death Valley at its worst. 


All this bush is the story country 


of Australia. 


In Northern Territory 
there are 


still several cattle leases bigger than 
Belgium.
